The Hon. May replied to the first question :— 
The Land Settlement of the New ‘Terri- 
ory commenced with the establ shment of 
he Land Court on ist June, 1909, the 
settlement will be completed when (a) all 
Crown lands have been delimited and marked 
off from Jand in’ private ownership, (b) all 
genuine disputes as to the ownership of 
land—whether existing before the Conven- 
tion, or originating with it-have been 
decided, (c) a: uniform system of Jand tenure 
has been. devised and put into working order, 
(4) a rent roll based upon the maps is available 
for revenue collection. 

‘Yo the second answer he replied :—The 
rent roll will Le ready this year and the Titles 
Ordinance has been passed by the Council.’ 
The survey and demarcation of the mainiand is 
completed. But the whole of the work of land 
seltlemeut wil! probably not be completed he- 
for 1906. The chief difficulties have been (i) 
the enormous numb.r of very small holdings 
of which there must be over a quarter of a 
million in the territory. This has necessitated 
an'elaborate scheme of demaraction, that is, of 


pleted. (b} The want of any system in dealing 
with land under Chinese rule There was no

: Canton, April 17th, - 
' THE EXPLOSION, 

It seems to be pretty certain that the num- 
ber of deaths occasioned by the explosion is 
twenty-two, Four were killed outright and 
the others have died from the result of their 
injuries: At first it was reported that the 
explosion was caused to prevent the frauds 
occasioned by the sale and removal of powder 
being exposed. Now it is reported that the 
deputy who had charge of the magazine 
was on the ground and was killed by the 
explosion. However, it is not likely that any 
more light will be thrown upon the circum- 
stances connected with this catastrophe, The 
damage tot e houses in the neighbourhood is 
very considerable. Whole villages have been 
unroofed, doors and windows blown out, and 
walls badly damage. ‘The leper village 
situated half a mile from the magazine is badly 
wrecked.) The new chapel of the Presbyterian 
Mission at the Ieper village had its windows 
blown ott and the tile roof badly broken and 
the walls cracked... ‘the officials ate doing 
some little repairs in the villages, but in the 
miujority of cases the amount of. help given is 
so small that it practically amounts to nothing 

. A SHOOTING AFFAIR, 

A row occurred in the city a day or two ago 
between two of the new city police Revolvers 
were freely used and-one man killed and three 
or four others wounded. The Nam Hoi tried 
to cover up the affair by blaming a beggar for 
causing the row, but was promptly rebuked by
